The application has been amended as follows: Cancel claims 8-10 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A control unit 
(1), for automotive applications in particular, with: a frame (8) that includes a recess (9) 
across which electrical conductive tracks (10) extend to supply electrical power; a base 
plate (11) that is inserted in the frame (8), a circuit carrier (12) on which electronic 
components are mounted and whi((h is installed on the base plate (11), an electrical 
connection (14) for connecting the circuit carrier (12) with the conductive tracks (10)', 
and with a cover (4) for hermetically sealing the control unit (1), the cover including a 
shaped section that is insertable in the associated recess (9) in the frame (8)., wherein 
a sealing gel (16) is provided in recess (9) with a viscosity such that the sealing gel (16) 
can flow around the electrical conductive tracks (10) that extend across the recess (9). 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

3. Nakazawa et al (US Patent 4,546,412) teach A control unit, Figs. 1-2, for 
automotive applications in particular, with: a frame 1 that includes a recess 30 across 
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which electrical conductive tracks 11b extend to supply electrical power; a base plate 
that is inserted in the frame 1 ; a circuit carrier 2 on which electronic components are 
mounted and which is installed on the base plate, an electrical connection 1 1c for 
connecting the circuit carrier 2 with the conductive tracks 1 1 b, and with a cover 8 for 
hermetically sealing the control unit, wherein a sealing gel 9 is provided in recess 30 
with a viscosity such that the sealing gel 30 can flow around the electrical conductive 
tracks 1 lb that extend across the recess 30. Nakazawa et al do not teach said cover 
including a shaped section that is insertable in the associated recess in the frame. 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicants disclosure. Izumi et al (US Patent 5,134,546)Hirao et al (US Patent 
5,586,388) and Tsunooka et al (US Patent 7,1 10,246).
